The manager of a leading 
Japanese steamship company told 
alupan Chrourle representative 
recently that he was not optimia- 
tic about the immediate prospects 
of'shipping.

10,000 Miles to Escape 
Winter. m 


A Swallow which was “ringed” 


1923, . 


in Carmarthenshire last year bas 
béen identified 30 milés east of 
Jobannesbury, South Africa, 

Mr. H. F. Witherby, one of the 
painstaking students of bird 
migration, told a Daily Chronicle 
representative that this is. the 
seventh that is known to .bave 
made the long flight from this 
country to South Africa. 

“The bird found this time,” said 
Mr. Witberby, “was ringed in 

Wales in August, and was fonod 
dead ona farm on January ‘14 


. |] In January of last year one that 


had been ringed at Windsor asa 


nestling was found at Bradford, |; 


in Jansenville, Cape Province. 

“Others have been identified by 
their ringe as having flown from 
Staffordshire to. Natal, from 
Ayrsbiré to the Orange Free 
State. from Lantashire to Cape 
Province, from York hire to. East 
Griqualand. and from ‘Stirling. 
shire to the Transvaal.” 

Itis not known yet how long 
the birds usnaliy taka to reach 
their “farthest south” destination 
but the supposition. is that they 
make the flight gradually. . 

As they probably follow the 
land route tothe Cape and are 
often driven out of their course 
by storms, they probably fly a 
distance of at least 8 000 to 10,000 
miles in making the journey.
